GOVERNMENT SUIT TO DISSOLVE THE OIL MONOPOLY 


Language of Petition is Evi- 


dence of Doubt of the 


Outcome. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 23.—The 


wording of the government's petition 
for a writ of certiorarl in the $29, 
000,000 Standard Oil case, which to- 
day was filed In the supreme court of 
the United States indicates that the 
department of justice is fully aware 
of the court's practice 
of 
denying 


ninety per cent, of such petitions. The 
court grants these petitions only when 
constitutional questions are Involved 
and the attorney general makes strong 
efforts to have it appear that the pres- 
ent case falls within this category. 
Much of the testimony In the petition 
is devoted to adducing reasons why 
the court should review the contro- 
versy. 


Raises a Vital Question. 


Attorney General Bonaparte calls 


attention to the fact that the certifi- 
cate process and the certlorari pro- 
ceeding are the two methods by which 
cases can be brought from the court 
of appeals to the supreme court, the 
former on the Initiative of the lower 
and the later of the higher court. "It," 
he said, "will not be seriously con- 
tended that because this is a criminal 
case the court of appeals would have 
had^no right to certify any question 
raised upon this record," and the con- 
tention is mat 3 that if the case could 
properly be transferred from the lower 
to the high court by means of certifi- 
cation, it 
can just as properly be 


brought up by means of a writ from 
the higher court. 


The attorney general also takes the 


;--sition that the supreme court 
is 


vested-by law with authority to order 
any case of which a circuit court of 
appeals has final jurisdiction to be 


. broiight up by certiorari and to 
de- 


termine it in the same manner as if 
it had been taken up on appeal or writ 
c' error by the defendant 


Public Right Involved. 


"It cannot," he says, "be true that 


the authority of this court to exercise

Said to Have Grabbed 
- Bunch of Bonds. 


New York, Nov. 23.—Claiming to 


have the backing of European capi- 
talists to the extent of $200,000,000, ac- 
cording to the story told by the police, 
Joseph Monteflore Myere, who has 
spent the last few months In Pittsburg 
endeavoring to Interest the capitalists 
of that city in various plans requiring 
large amounts of money, was brought 
to this city today and charged with 
the larceny of five bonds valued at 
$4,500. 


Myers, It was 
said, claimed ac- 


quaintance wl'h many prominent peo- 
ple both In this country and abroad 
and he was Introduced at clubs and 
dined by Pittsburg financiers whom he 
Interested In his various plans. Somo 
time ago Myers secured an option on 
oil properties owned by Colonel J. M. 
Guffey, of that city, but failing with- 
in the time limit to pay the puchase1 


money, negotiations came to an end.

MADE A HIT IN PITTSBURG. 


Pittsburg, Nov. 23.—Shortly after J. 


Monteflore Myers left this city yester- 
day In charge of a detective for New 
Yo'rtc, the local police arrested W. A. 
Fitzpatrick In a bank building, where 
he was talking over an oil deal with 
a business man. Last evening John 
A. Fltzpatrlck, a brother, was also ar- 
rested as h estepped from a Baltimore 
and Ohio train in this city. The Fltz- 
patrlck brothers are said to be from 
Ionia, N. J., and are said to he con- 
federates of Myers. 


The police arrested the Fltzpatricks 


on information furnished by Richard 
Brinsley Sheridan, a wealthy coal op- 


rator of Wilkesbarre, Pa., and John 
A. Carman of the same place, chief 
counsel for Col. J. M. Cufley, the oil 
operator of Pittsburg. 


According to the police, T. N. Barns- 


dall, also a millionaire oil operator of 
this city, had been Interested in the 
several deals by Aiyers. 


The case has developed into a sensa- 


tion here. Myers and the Fitzpatrlcks 
are alleged to have been promoting a 
deal to buy options on coal and oil 
lands. Myers, it is said, represented 
tnat he controlled several million dol- 
lars of the Rothschilds. 
Myers, who 


has an engaging personality had little 
trouble in interesting Mr. Sheridan, 
Col. Guffey and Mr. Barnsdall. Just 
how many more wealthy Pittsburgera 
were interested, the police refuse to 
say at this time.

democratic national 


committee, with headquarters in New 
York, and who was one of the chief 
assistants of Col. Henry Watterson 
n the incubation of campaign liter- 
ature. 


In tipping Marshall as the n«xt na-4 


;ional leader ot the democratic hosts 
Col. Edwards went on to say that of 
course no one can foretell what a 
quadrennial period 
in politics will 


3ring forth, but of all the president 
tial possibilities in signt at the pres- 
ent time none is more promising than 
Mr. Marchall. 


"Mr. Marshall's availability when 


;he convention meets," he added, "will 
be determined largely by the success 
or failure of his administration as gov- 
ernor. I believe he is well equipped 
with brains and that he will acquit 
himself in such a way as to still furth- 
er impress his qualities of leadership 
upon the party." 


Last spring Edwards, ina frank and 


outspoken manner, advised against the 
nomination of Bryan, declaring the 
Nebraskan could not be elected. Now 
he is In a position to say, "I told you 
so." 


Three Prominent Filguers. 


The recent election left three promi- 


nent figures on the democratic politi- 
cal horizon—Thomas R. Marshall, of 
Indiana; Judson Harmon, of Ohio, and 
John A. Johnson, of Minnesota, each 
tho governor-elect of his state. The 
trend of talk among democratic sena- 
tors and representatives who are re- 
turning to Washington for the session 
of congress is that the next candidate 
for president will be one of this trio. 


In all of the speculation incident to 


the reorganization of the party Mr. 
Marshall's namo Is weighed and con- 
sidered in the light of what will hap-! 
pen when the party again meets in i 
national convention.

victory in Indiana, has given him na- j 
tional standing and he is proving an j 
attractive figure both to the politicians I 
and the press—influences that go far j 
toward shaping the policy of the party. 


There is a strong disposition in the

of Bryan a sutterly unthinkable.

land's cabinet, except Hoke Smith, he 
bolted Bryan in 1896, and the Bryan 
following would hardly become recon- 
ciled to him. His identity as a cor- 
poration attorney and the receiver of 
a railroad also would have an injur- 
ious effect on his presidential aspira- 
tions. 


Johnson Hurt Prospects. 


Governor Johnson pushed his candi- 


dacy for the nomination for president 
so hard, last spring as to offend many 
of the Bryan men, and it is believed 
the Bryan following would be luke- 
warm toward him. Another criticism 
urged against his possible candidacy 
is that his strength is largely with the 
Swedes and Norwegians, and that an 
appeal to certain nationalities is not a 
satisfactory foundation upon which to 
mild for the presidency. While Gov- 
ernor Johnson has carried Minnesota 
three times in succession, twice In 
presidential years, doubt Is expressed 
as to whether he could carry the stats 
as a presidential candidate. He would 


then bo standing on a national plat- 
form and representing national, in- 
stead of local, Issues, and on national 
issues, represented by an attractive 
candidate, Minnesota is regarded as 
overwhelmingly republican. 


The tone of eastern comment In re- 


gard to Marshall is that he should not 
be held too strictly accountable for 
the evil influences that supported him 
in the recent campaign, because the is- 
sues determined the' alignment of 
forces and it was not within Mr. Mar- 
shall's province to choose the sort of 
company he would keep. Pending his 
inauguration there Is a general ten- 
dency to believe that as governor ho 
will hew to the line of duty as ho sees 
it and will not be subject to any im- 
proper influence.

The. expression is 
common: "You need a barrel of su- 
gar for a barrel of cranberries." This 
is not true. They are not sugar con- 
sumers compared with most fruits. 


If users will make the test, they 


will discover that more sauce with 
less sugar 
proportionately 
can be 


made from a quart of cranberries than 
from a quart of any other kind of 
berry, and if • properly made will be 
tempting and toothsome. 
A barrel of 


sugar will sweeten more than three 
barrels ot cranberries. 
A cranberry 


shortcake 
will 
compare 
favorably 


with a strawberry shortcake. 
Eaten 


raw. they are a laxative and liver ton- 
ic and, like the olive, one can culti- 
vate a fondness for them. 


Cranberries are keepers, like the 


apple, ancl like apples, require a cool, 
dry place. It is economy to buy good 
berries. 
Never in tin or iron ware, 


use porcelain, earthenware or granite. 
Do not cover with cold water and al- 
low to simmer, steep and stew over 
slow fire. 
This makes tough skins,

mains and other moans of supplying 
locomotives must be provided. 
This 


will be accomplished on tho Third dis- 
trict by rigging up pumps at mi aban- 
doned stonp quarry at LIndon. which 
is fillod with wator, nnri hauling the 
fluid to tho tanks whose supply has 
been cut off, hut It is an expensive and 
vory unsatisfactory method. Tho work 
of Installing the pumps will be com- 
pleted tonight and the water train will 
go into sen-tee tomorrow. There has 
been a scarcity of water at Claypool, 
Ind., also, but this has been In part 
remedied by ditching to a nearby 
lake. The water now available Is of 
the very worst kind fnr Rteam gener- 
ating purposes, causing the boilers to 
leak and disable the engines. To pre- 
vent this, the experiment of putting 
bran in the water was resorted to. 
but it was not. very effective. 
Heavy 


rains will remove the difficulties. Tn 
the meantime the water train will be 
in service night and day. The water 
famine is all the more serous because 
it cornea at a time when there is quite 
a heavy movement of freight over the 
line.
